For years I have been a firm believer in the amateur com- 
munity. I believe that if you tell all the amateurs what is going on, 
they will come up with a solution.

This 
is drastic and should only be attempted if one and two fail. If this 
fails proceed to... ; 

4. Jar it slightly. This may require anything from a love taptoa 
six-foot drop preferably to a concrete floor. Be careful with this 
method because, while jarring is an accepted method of repair, 
dropping it could damage the floor. Again, this is drastic, but if it 
fails, nothing to do but proceed to. . . 

This will certainly prove that you are 
familiar with it’s design. Also this will give the unit an added load to 
carry and will increase your advantage. You should have it on the 
run now .. . however . . . should these five steps fail (heaven for- 
bid), you will have to proceed to the most drastic step of all. This 
step is seldom if ever used, so proceed with utmost caution and 
only asa final resort. ..ugh.. . .

‘THOMAS BLALOCK, W4GAA 
By George L. Thurston III, WAMLE 
One of Florida’s pioneer radio amateurs, broadcasters and long- 
time state government workers, Thomas Jefferson Blalock, 
W4GAA, died at his home in Tallahassee, Florida, Saturday af- 
ternoon, September 2nd, aged 75. 
Tommy was a charter member of the Florida Sidebanders 


Association and long-time member of the FAST Net. He operated a. 


repeater on 146.715 MHz in Tallahassee and was an active member 
for more than a quarter-century in the Tallahassee Amateur Radio 
Club and Tallahassee Amateur Radio Society. His principal in- 


terest in ham radio was public service and emergency com- ° 


munications. 

Tommy had operated one of the Tallahassee’s earliest ham 
stations. When a hurricane devastated the capital in November, 
1941, it took down every telephone and telegraph line and shut down 
electricity in the city. 

With no power at his home on Seventh Avenue, and his antennas 
blown down by the storm, he was awakened before dawn by public 
officials who knew of his interest in emergency communications. A 
city fire department truck used its ladders to reinstall his antennas. 
A battery pack and a gasoline generator appeared from 
somewhere, and his 50-watt A.M. transmitter on 160 meters made a 
contact in Tennessee, which took all his traffic and fed it by lan- 
dline back to Florida and other locations as necessary. For all of 
one day and most of the next, W4GAA provided the capital’s only 
link to the outside world. 

Representatives of the city, Western Union, Postal Telegraph 
Service, Red Cross and other disaster agencies gathered at his 
home. At one point, Tommy said, so many people were congregated 
there that Red Cross served them sandwiches and coffee. 

As long as he lived, he treasured a Certificate of Appreciatio 
from Western Union. 

He was equally involved, though he had a lot more help, in the 
amateur radio effort that accompanied Hurricane Kate’s 
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devastation of Tallahassee in 1985, this time using two meters. 

Tom Blalock was also a broadcaster. He originated a radio 
program on WTAL when it went on the air as Tallahassee’s first 
commercial radio broadcast station in the 1930s. He wrote and 
performed some of his own music on the show and published at 
least one song, ‘“‘My Ship of Dreams,”’ in 1936. He engineered the 
weekly radio broadcasts of Sunday services from his church until 
about five years ago. 

_ He retired in 1967 from his position as mail room supervisor in the. 
Department of Revenue. 

Born in Americus, Georgia, in October, 1913, Blalock lived most 
of his life in Tallahasse and began work for the late State Comp- 
troller Clarence Gay, often taking part in Gay’s campaigns for re- 
election. He enjoyed telling friends about loading bulky vacuum- 


’ tube- type public address equipment into his car, and driving toa 


rural county seat to get it working before Gay arrived. 

As Gay shook hands in the crowd after his stump speech, 
Tommy packed up the amplifier and headed for the next county 
seat to be ready when Gay arrived there. He was, perhaps, one of 
Florida’s early political ‘‘advance men.” f 

Always a baseball enthusiast, he often umpired the games of the 
now-defunct Georgia-Florida semi-pro league. 

His son-in-law Dozier Johnson said Tommy died sitting in his — 
favorite chair in front of the television set, with a newspaper on his | 
lap, probably watching FSU-Southern Mississippi football game. 
He may have died in his sleep. "

NEW YORK, NY — Rev. Michael Mullen, WB2GQW, a retired 
theology professor at St. John’s University, is the recipient of the 
prestigious International Humanitarian Award bestowed an- 
nually by the American Radio Relay League. The ARRL is the 
national society of radio amateurs with 170,000 members. 

The award is presented to any licensed amateur worldwide who 
- through amateur radio has provided extraordinary service in 
‘communications for the benefit of others in times of crisis or 

disaster. Fr. Mullen as president of the International Mission 
Radio Association, now celebrating its 25th anniversary, has more 
opportunity to be of service. The IMRA, with 1 ,000 members in 40 
countries, offers a channel for disaster relief because it runs a 
t.affic network daily to link missionaries overseas with their 
iamilies. Annually its net transmits over 12,000 messages. 
Fr. Mullen was cited specially for providing assistance during 
several emergencies. Among them are: 
* In 1979 when Hurricane David hit the Dominican Republic 
and the island of Dominica it wiped out communications. 


Catholic Relief Services in New York contacted Fr. Mullen for . 


help. He was able to raise the ham station atthe U.S. Embassy 

in Santo Domingo and another at the Red Cross headquarters 

in the capital of Dominica. For six days he passed messages 
back and forth, assisting the communications so that planes 
could fly down with supplies. 

* In 1985 when the earthquake struck Mexico City Fr. Mullen 
was called by two national church agencies for aid. Catholic 
Relief Services needed his assistance again. The National 
Council of Churches also had to contact their people to 
determine if they would have to postpone their forthcoming 
conference. At the same time Fr. Mullen and IMRA members 
both in Nexico and the U.S. handled over 1,000 pieces of health 
and welfare traffic.. 

* In 1986 Fr. Mullen was contacted by the U.N. Ambassador 
from E] Salvador. An earthquake had rocked his country and 
he needed to know what was required. Fr. Mullen made the 
contacts and relief, appropriate and necessary, was on the 
way. He continued to keep the lines of communication open 
between the government in El Salvador and the US. during 
the emergency. 

Recenty at the IMRA’s convention in West Haverstraw, New 
Yorx in the Dun FE caco Retreat House, John Cardinal O’Connor, 
Archbishop of New York, spoke in praise of amateur radio 
operators: “I have reason th be grateful for ham operators. We 
have a great number of missionaries in Latin America... and it 
gives them a wonderful opportunity to talk to their folks at home. 
When I was still a Navy chaplain I was particularly involved in 

_the use of ham radio in such exotic places as Okinawa, in the 
middle of the Pacific, where Marines would line up in long lines to 
be able to talk to their folks at Easter or Christmas.” 

Fr, Mullen can be seen on “Mother Angelica Live” on EWTN on 
September 13, 1988 (between 8 PM and 9PM EST) discussing the 
work of the IMRA. 

REPLACEMENT OF HAM TAGS 
By John, KC4N 
ARRL State Government Liaison 

During the year from July, 1989 to June 1990, all amateur 
automobile license plates issued prior to May of 1986 will be 
replaced with new plates. This will not include amateur Challenger 
plates, since none of them were issued prior to May of 1986. 

You will be notified by mail well before your birth month about 
the procedure. AA4TI, born in October, received her forms in June, 
and you are allowed 60 days to submit them. For the most part the 
forms are self-explanatory, but a few points are confusing for 
hams. 

First, the plate-replacement form lists the ranges of license 
plates to be replaced, and the ranges do not include many ham 
tags. Ignore that listing. Go ahead and fill out the form and submit 
it.

Second, the tag form indicates that you can get your new plates 
by going to your local tag office. The tag bureau in Tallahassee tells © 
me that is not the case. You must order your new plates by mail > 
from Tallahassee.

Pay the amount listed under ‘‘By Mail Pay.”’ (Ignore the county 
branch office price. ) 

Third, the new tags will cost on the order of $5.00 more than in 
the past. In AA4TI’s case, the tax went up $1.00. The $2.50 service 
charge remained the same, but a charge of $3.00 is made for the 
new plate. The mail cost goes up from 50¢ formerly for a sticker to — 
$1.30 for a new plate. —73
